T he 
fram ers 
of 
our 
constitution 
m ade it the duty of the general a s ­ 
sembly to pass laws for the protection 
of the liv es and health of m iners, and 
thus m ade them in respect to their 
physical safety the w ards of the state. 
No o the r cdass is so recognized, be­ 
cause no class is placed in such m ortal 
peril a t their daily task, no class is 
so wholly at the mercy 
of incom ­ 
petence, indifference and cupidity on 
the part of others. 
All sorts of acci­ 
dents occur in the coal m ines of Illi­ 
nois. 
T he disaster at Lraidw ood, Will 
county, this state, in the spring of 
1883, w hereby sixty-nine m en lost their 
liv es, was one of the chief causes of the 
: present m ine inspection law of this 
j state, w hich has done so m uch to raise 
We sta n d a rd of mining. 
In talking 
w ith one of the autho rs of the bill at 
the tim e ol its passage, he stated that 
the object in m aking the exam ination 
com petitiv e was to m ake it an in ­ 
centiv e to the study of questions per­ 
taining to mining. 
In this the law 
has done m uch good. 
The first exam inatio n ior state mine 
inspectors 
w as held at Springfield, 
September, 
1883 — there were 
about 
thirty atten d ed thisexam in atio n ,w hich 
was quite easy com pared to others, 
and only four passed the required 75 
per cent. 
T here were fiv e places to 
fill, so a n o the r call was m ade by the 
board of exam iners for October. 
I was 
am ong the v ery few that w ent to that 
exam ination. 
I found the exa m in a ­ 
tion to be v ery practical and conducted 
in a fair m anner. 
My object in going 
to the exam inatoin was to find out 
w hat class of studies would be re­ 
quired. 
I found tha t it would need 
years c. v ery close, hard study in order 
to pass a successful exam ination. 
For 
one like myself, w ho had entered the 
pit to earn my dally bread as a tra p­ 
per hoy before I was 7 years old, it 
m eant untold work.
